Poise Under 
Emergency 


‘Elated” is the word to 
describe Elba General Hospi- 
tal administrator James 
Nichols this week as he thinks 
back to the professional way 
all concerned handled their 
job Saturday night following the 
bomb thréat. Nichols, who 
never misses a chance to brag 
on the hospital staff, was also 
full of praise for policemen, 
deputy sheriffs, highway pa- 
trolmen, firemen and rescue 
squad members. He told this 
newspaper, “I was amazed at 
the speed and efficiency of 
these people in an emergen- 
cy.” He also commented that 
he didn’t realize there were 
aS many state troopers in 
Alabama as responded to one 
call for assistance! 

The drama began to unfold 
Saturday night at approximate- 
ly 9:30 p.m. when a telephone 
call was received at the hos- 
pital stating that a bomb had 
been planted somewhere inthe 
building and was set to explode 
before daylight. The call was 
received by Mrs. Blackmon 
and she noted that the voice 
Seemed to be that of a female, 
A later call from the same 
person simply asked if the 
heating system was working 
and hung up. 

Nichols was notified in En- 
terprise and before returning 
to the hospital, he made arr- 
angements for all patients to 
be housed in vacant beds in 
an Enterprise hospital if nec- 
essary. 

During this time hospital 
employees and laW officers 
began a quiet search of every 
inch of the hospital, search- 
ing for a possible bomb. Ft. 
Rucker bomb disposal squads 
stood by to remove any ex- 
plosive found. 

When a complete search 
turned up nothing, Nichols sat 
down with experienced law of- 
ficers and they discussed pro- 
bable. places for hiding such 
a device. These places were 
Searched again, and then the 
entire complex was checked 
again--all this without disturb- 
ing the patients. Also the 
nursing home was checked 
without waking any residents, 

At 12:15 a.m. the decision 
was made to move all patients 
to Enterprise, “just to be 
Safe.” Within thirty minutes 
all 21 patients had been pre- 
pared for the move and all 
but one had been moved (a 
heart patient that: for safety. 
reasons it was felt she should 
wait for an ambulance to re- 
turn). Patients able to sit 
up were transported on law en- 
forcement cars with nurses 
attending each car. 

The nurses on duty at Elba 
General,” remained on duty at 
the Enterprise hospitals throu- 
ghout the night. 

Local regular and auxiliary 
policemen remained on duty 
at the local hospital through- 
out the night. 

All patients were returned 
to the local hospital at 10:00 
a.m. Sunday morning.

In the above 12 counties 
the squirrel season runs thr- 
ough Jan. 1, while for the rest 
of the state, squirrels may be 
hunted between Oct. 25 and 
Jan. ll. The daily bag limit 
for squirrel is set at eight

Wages Are Up 
For Employees 
At Ft. Rucker 


Hourly wage increases 
ranging from 20 to 22 cents 
became effective Sunday, Oct- 
ober 6, for 663 blue collar 
employees at Ft. Rucker. 

Issued by the Department 
of Defense, the pay rates con- 
tained in the new schedule 
are based on a survey of rates 
paid by private industry in the 
Dothan, Alabama wage area, 

It was established under the 
Felleral Wage System and app- 
lies to employees paid from 
appropriated funds whoare en- 
#aged in laboring, trades, and 
crafts occupations. Ft. Rucker 
is the principal employer of 
Such people in this area, 


get back to work quickly. Ham 
has four permanent em- 
ployees -- three mechanics 
and one parts Manager at the 
shop. 

Asked if he sees any ad- 
vantage in having one central 
shop, Ham says, ‘The main 
thing is that we are Saving 
taxpayers money, maintaining 
equipment better and keeping 
better records. Each piece of 
machinery in the county is 
numbered and we keep a ser- 
vice record for each vehicle, 
When a vehicle is repaired, 
exactly what and when the re- 
pair was is recorded. Records 
also show when oil is changed, 
air filters are changed, etc. 
We can maintainthe equipment 
better - this will extend the 
life of the machinery. 


“Another plus is that all 
the gasoline and diese) fuel is 
kept in one place in our two 
10,000 gallon tanks. When a 
piece of machinery is filled 
up, the mileage and the am- 
ount of fuel put in are writ- 
ten down. We can keep up with 
how well each piece of ma- 
chinery is performing by ch- 
ecking how much fuel or gas 
it is using,”’ 

Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer says, ‘‘We saw that a 
county shop was an important 
part of the unit system as we 
visited similar operations, We 
combined all county equipment 
in this one operation instead 
of having four separate shops 
We have done away with a lot 
of wasted motion and over- 
lapping. Having the unit Sys- 
tem in which all county road 
construction and maintenance 
equipment is kept in one place 
under the direction of the 
county engineer has made our 
highway department more ef- 
ficient, 

“We haven’t been under the 
un# system quite a year yet. 
And starting a new system, 
especially one that the people 
of the county aren’t familiar 
with, is difficult. We also know 
that any time you begin any- 
thing new, you have to Spend 
extra money to get started. 
We spent $55,000 on the shop 
and tools. And combining all 
equipment, getting equipment 
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Shop Operating 


that will operate and planning 
an Operating procedure takes 
time.”’ 

In recent months work and 
maintenance on the county’s 
dirt roads have improved, 
Evidently, the unit system is 
beginning to show real results. 

Ham and Sawyer say any 
county resident who has a 
problem or complaint can call 
the County Engineer, Probate 
Judge or his County Commis- 
sioner.

The Elba defense, strong 
for the opening three quat 
ters, crumbled before the 
W. S. Neal wishbone in the 
final stanza, allowing three 
touchdowns as the Blue Eag- 
les stopped Elba 28-7 

The Tigers record is now 
2-3, while W. S. Neal is 3-2 

Elba won the toss, und 
elected to receive, but the 
Tiger return-man Larry Phil- 
lips was hit hard. and fumbled 
An alert Eagle defense man, 
pounced on the loose football, 
and the Eagles were in busi- 
ness at the Elba 34 

After Bobby Johnson hit tor 
one, the Eagle Qb, Gary Rvals. 
dashed 17 yards to the Elba 
16 Charles Allen then hit 
the line twice for two yards, 
and after a Ryals’ pass fell 
incomplete, Neal faced a four- 
th and eight at the Elba 14. On 
the fourth down play Ryals 
was hit for a four-yard loss 
by Teddy Barnes, and the 
Eagle threat was over 

The Tigers drove the ball 
out to mid-field, but the drive 
fizzled out, and Elba‘'s Smith 
punted to the Eagle 26. 

After Ryals swept for 
seven, the Eagle quarterback 
hit Johnson for a 21 yardgain. 
Rayls ran for 12, and then 
passed to Barton for a 10 
yard gain to the Elba 21. 
Larry Allen bulled twice for 
six yards, and Neal appeared 
headed for paydirt. However, 
on third and four Ryals was hit 
crossing the line, and the 
ball popped into the waiting 
arms of Teddy Barnes. The 
big Elba defensive-end broke 
out of a crowd and rambled 
untouched 85 yards for the 
games initial score. Clive 
Collier’s point after was good, 
and with 1:39 left in the first 
quarter, Elba led 7-0. 

The first quarter ended 
with the score, Elba 7-W.S. 
Neal 0. 

Both teams had one scoring 
threat in the second quarter. 

After a short Neal punt, 
Elba put the ball in play at 
their own 49. Culver bulled 
for eight yards, and thenafter 
the big fullback hit for one, 
Max Fuller sneaked for two 
and a first down. On the Tig- 
ers next play, Fuller fired a

With the ball on the Neal 
35 Elba was penalized 15 
yards for a personal foul 
Then, with the ball resting on 
the 50, Neal's, Larry Allen 
broke loose for 28 yards tothe 
Elba 22 

Neal was penalized back to 
the 27, and after two running 
pluys. Ryals went deep for 
Barton But, Elba’s Gavin 
Ellis stepped in front of the 
aerial, and returned it 30 
vards to the Tiger 40 vard 
line 

The teams went in at the 
halftime, with the score. Elba

W. S. Neal received the 
second-half kick, and prompt 
ly started a marchtoward pay 
dirt. With the ball on Neal's 
36, Randolph Davis broke 
loose for 14 yards to mid-field 
After Davis, hit for eight

30 After two plays netted 
minus 2 yards. Johnson gal- 
loped 17 yards tothe15. Larry 
Allen bulled for eight, and then 
Bobby Johnson dashed over 
from the seven for the touch- 
down, The two point conver- 
Sion failed, but the score was 
now Elba 7-W. S. Neal 6, 
with 8:33 left in the third 
quarter. 

Elba gave Neal another 
scoring opportunity when 
Larry Phillips fumbled on 
Elba's first play following the 
kick-off. Neal's Grant Culli 
ver recovered the loose ball 
at the Elba 26. Davis bulled 
for six, and after he again 
hit for one, Ryals dashed for 
six down to Elba's 13 yard 
line.

ELBA RECORD FALLS TO 2-3 

The on again, off again Elba Tigers saw their season re- 
cord drop to 2-3 Friday with the 28-7 defeat to W. S. Neal 
The Tiger fans saw two different ball games, with Elba easing 
by in the first half, and Neal romping by the Tigers in the 
second half ; 

Offensively, the Tigers had an off night. The Elba quarter- 
back ~ completed only 20% of his passes, but in defense of 
Max Fuller, several good passes were dropped by the receivers, 
including one for a sure touchdown. 

Elba’s freshman running-back Larry Phillips showed guts 
by €ontinuing to keep running despite being hit hard on numerous 
occasions, On one kick-return, Phillips was hit as hard as any- 
one I've ever seen, but came back one play later for more 
action. The Elba pass-blocking broke down at times, and ap- 
peared unable to handle the big Eagle defense on the running 
plays 

The Tiger defense played a solid first half, but were simply 
blown-out in the second half of the game. The Neal backs 
churned through the middle of the Elba defense throughout 
the second half, and put the game out of reach.
